This, mark 
you, when the Governor has stated 'n 
the most positive terms that all the 
talk about malfeasance at San Quentin 
were lies cooked up by his “enemies” 
in order to encompass his defeat for 
a renomination, 

Delegates to the Republican State 
Convention are called upon to nom- 
inate a candidate for Governor. Gov. 
Gage is a candidate for renomination, 
but what a supreme folly it would 
be to place at the head of the Repub- 
lican State ticket a man who has 
placed himself in the position that 
Gov. Gage has in this San Quentin 
scandal. 

The delegates to the Sacramento 
convention owe it to themselves and 
to the State to beware the blunder, 
littie less than criminal, of attempt- 
ing the “vindication” of a man who 
cannot be vindicated in the face of 
the facts that stand forth against his 
candidacy like sentences printed in 
letters of living light. 

To renominate Gage will be to woo 
defeat, to court disaster, to insure de- 
struction. If nominated he. cannot be 
elected, for the Republicans of Cali- 
fornia are not fools.

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EIGHTED HIS CLOTHES 
AND JUMPED OFF PIER. 
BODY OF UNKNOWN SUICIDE 
FOUND AT OCEAN PARK. 


— 


Had Filled Trousers With Sand and 
Pockets With Stones Before Plung- 
ing into the Water—Nothing to Fur- 
nish Clew to Identity. 


OCEAN PARK, Aug. 21.—The body 
of an unknown man, supposed to have 
committed suicide, was discoverég this 
mogning, rolling in the breakers a 
short distance from shore, and not 
far fromthe pleasure pier. Several 
small boys were walking along the 
board walk. when they noticed a dark 
object in the water. At first they 
thought it was a seal, or large fish, 
but when it rose on the crest of a huge 
roller, they discovered what it was and 
at once gave the alarm W. g 
Bowen was one of the first to respond, 
and when he arrived, the body was 
about 100 feet from shore. He 
plunged into the water, and waded to- 


Ward it, and catching hold of the 
ciothing on the corpse, d it 
ashore, where several other men as- 
sisted him to drag it up the beach. 


There it was laid until the Coroner 
could be notified. ; 

The body is that of a foreigner, either 
a German or Swede. It was viewed 
by scores of persons, but no one was 
able to identify it. No person who 
saw the remains remembered having 
seen the man before. The condition 
of the clothing showed that the un- 
known had undeubtedly committed 
suicide. The man had tied the bot- 
toms of his trouser legs tightly about 
his ankles, and had then filled his 
trousers and drawers with sand. In 
the pockets were found several stones 
and pieces of bricks, showing that in 
order to make a success of his at- 
tempt to end his life, the man had 
thus weighted himself before jumping 
into the ocean, 
Nothing was found in the clothing 
of the deceased by which any ciew 
to hig, identity could be established. In 
the .peckets. were found a Japanese 
coin. a pocket knife and a small pic- 
ture "ofa woman. On the back of 
the picture was printed “43 Linden-Al- 
lee There had been other printed 
mattey en the picture, but it was al- 
m Wholly obliterated by the action 
of the water, only a letter here and 
there being legibie. 

The Coroner held an inquest this 
afte:noon, the jury returning a ver- 
dict of suicide, and stating that’ the 
identity of the deceased was un- 
known. The remains were taken to 
Guidinger’s morgue, where they will 
be kept for a day or two, in tae hope 
thai some person may cail and identify 
them. The body was in a perfect 
state of preservation, there being not 
the slightest trace of decomposition. It 
is the opinion of the Coroner that 
the body had not been in the water 
more than twelve hours. :

Avoids Mobvrings and 
So the Line on Which it is 
Hooked May not Be Fouled and 


jewfish was caught 
Wednesday by William Schilling, Sr. 
For real considerate conduct, while it 
was being hooked and landed, it hol 

Mr. Schilling and J. B. Losee went 
out on the launch Helena to the white- 
fish banks fifteen miles straight out 
to sea. Capt. W. H. Graves with 
the launch Fleur de Lis, anchored a 
few hundred feet away, and threw out 
several hand lines. The depth was 
180 feet. Whitefish and groupers bit 
well, and Graves would pave two or 
three fish biting at once, so that he 
could not attend closely to all the 
lines. When he wouid get to a line 
he would, in a good many instances, 
find the fish gone. He conciuded that 
there was a jewfish thief in the depths, 
and conveyed the information to the 
other party. 

Mr. Schilling and Mr. Losee, in a 
skiff, took their mooring line from the 
Helena, and dropped down to a post- 
tion near where Graves was. Soon 
the excitement commenced. 

“Please pull up your lines, every- 
body,” said Mr. Schilling, “for I've got 
a jewish. 

There was a sailboat anchored near 
the skiff, and there were some band 
lines down from that. If the jewfish 
had made a rush at that time it could 
mostly likely have caught the little 
line on which it was hooked on some 
of the other lines, and snappei the 
small line in the tangle. 

But the jewfish was accommodating. 
It just kept quiet till the hand lines 
were out of the way, and* when all 
Was ready, it made a rush. With his 
rod-and-reel line of the tuna club 
standard of fineness, Mr. Schiiling had 
an exhausting but fair struggle with 
the game. Once it fouled the small 
line on some hand lines on another 
boat, but the hand lines were cut 
and the threatening tangle was 
avoided. 

Once the jewfish ran over the an- 
chor line of the Fleur de Lise. If it 
had gone under the anchor rope, the 
small line would have almost surely 
fouled, and snapped, but as it was, the 
small line was kept clear, and the 
fish sustained its reputation as ac- 
commodating game. 

For half an hour by the watches of 
several of these in the parties, Mr. 
Schilling kept playing the game before 
he was able to haul it within the 
gaff’s reach. The fish weighed about 
ninety pounds.
